All the Commodities of the Veſt. Iudics, as Sugar, Indigo, Cotton-Wool, Ginger, To- 
acco, &c. are produced by the ſtrength of Negros, hicl being brought thither by the

And whereas it is alledged, Thar it is neccilary for the carrying on tlie ſaid Trade, to 
have Cates, Forts, and Factories in Africa ; it is anſuered, That if the Trade were 
wholly open, perhaps there miglit be no need thereof: vet at preſent ſuch a Regulation 
only 15 ſumbly propoied, whereby the faid Caſtles, Cc. may be maintained, and the 
Trade notwithſtanding enfarged to a very great degree, and the Mifctuels of a Mond: 
poly prevented.
